Marine meteorology is not a novelty, 


dating back to the late Matthew Fon- 
taine Maury, of the'United'; States; 
navy, some time before the American 
civil war. It has, however, undergone 
recent improvements, chiefly owing1 to; 
the rise of radiotelegraphy. Ships at 
sea now contribute .their quota of in- 
formation to the daily weather may of 
the landsman, and receive copious 
data by means of which shipboard 
weather maps can be drawn. 


Agricultural meteorology had its pi- 


oneers of a century or more ago, but 
it is so new as a distinct and coherent 
body of knowledge that the first com- 
prehensive treatise on it in any .lan- 
guage appeared less than two years 
ago. A flood of light has?lately been 
shed upon such matters'as'the "criti- 
cal periods" of growti, during which 
various crops are especially suscept- 
ible to the effects of temperature and 
moisture. There is reason to hope 
that 
the' application of knowledge 


gained in this direction will add to the 
earnings of the farmers Mid lower 'the 
cost of living for the rest of us. More- 
over, it seema destined to provide a 
sound basis for crop predictions ssnd 
thus stabilize the market for agricul- 
tural products. 


Aeronautical meteorology has so far 


"arrived" that some of the large com- 
panies 
operating 
commercial air 


routes maintain their own weather bu- 
reaus: while all the official meteoro- 
logical services of the world have 
greatly enlarged their activities in be- 
half 
of aeronautics. 
Aeronautical 


meteorology is a twofold subject: on 
the one hand aircraft (balloons, kites, 
and, of late, airplanes) are systemati- 
cally employed for obtaining ineieoro- 
lodcai information, and on the other 
other meteorology is deeply engrossed 
In the task ol safeguarding and facili- 
tating aerial traffic.

meteorology.

Hydrologlcal meteorology has be- 


come conspicuous in the fleld of engi- 
neering. The two leading textbooks of 
hydrology recently published in this 
country are valuable contributions to 
meteorology, and the most elaborate 
study of storm rainfall hitherto made 
anywhere in the world was thpt car- 
ried out not long since by th« engi- 
neers of the Miami conservatory 
trict.

lessly In debt. 


If the- Ford Indebtedness were such 


that it could be met by writing a 
check it would have been paid in full 
long ago." But it isn't that kind of an 
obligation. 
There are things con- 


nected with the formation of his ex- 
ecutive scrap-heap which leav? the 
Impression that Henry Ford is more 
or less unfamiliar with some of the 
finer ways of expressing his apprecia- 
tion of the service rendered him. 
It Is unfortunate that he has left- 


the impression that the dollar is his 
favorite standard of measure when he 
comes to estimate the value of human 
service. I do not mean .to say that he 
has never paid in any other way. In 
many instances he has shown friendly 
and generous consideration beyond 
the; payment of a wage or- salary to 
men in his employ. 
In other instances men have been 
rewarded in a way that has left him 
-In their debt. He has paid them lib- 
erally, given bonuses, bestowed costly 
gifts. They started poor with him and 
ended rich- They began in humble 
.positions and were advanced to places 
of honor and responsibility and paid 
princely salaries. If they have gone 
into the scrap-heap later, why should 
they complain? What more could he 
or any other man do for them than 
he has done? 
But there are things In human rela- 


tions which _ some men 
prize above 


money. 
There are ways of throwing a man 


on tbe scrap-heap which leave him 
with a %igh regard and a friendly 
feeling for the men who threw him 
there. And "there are ways which do 
not. 'As'a rule it is the landing at the 


holding the ball. And when the thing 
was done he took- off his hat and 
joined with the bleachers in the 
chorus, Henry did it." 


If any one doubted ^ouzens' ability 


before he left the Ford Motor 'com- 
pany 'his career since leaving should 
clear up. any questions on that point. 
He is a man with ideas and a will of 
his own. He is given to forceful ex- 
pression both in word and deed. It 
is a statement safely ventured that if 
he did not originate, he oust have 
greatly modified many of the policies 
of the company during the time he 
was with It 
. '

There are men born with too much 
initiative and independence to live all 
their lives in a subordinate position, 
however honorable and lucrative it 
may be, unless there is given them- 
practically one hundred per cent free- 
dom and a corresponding amount of 
responsibility. Neither Mr. Ford nor 
Mr. Couzens is adapted to the playing 
of a second fiddle. From what I know 
of the two men I venture the guess 
that they did not remain in the same 
company for the same reason that two 
locomotives do not run side by -side 
on the same track—not room for both; 


Mr. C. H. Wills, a man of recognized 


ability, a master of shop methods and 
production, with a thoro and practical 
knowledge of mechanics, an almost 
uncanny insight into the atomic struc- 
ture of Iron and steel and alloys, the 
developer of the use .of molybdenum, 
was a sort of fullback on the team, 
the giver and taker of much punish- 
ment.

Xet it be freely 
granted that Mr. Ford gave to the or- 
ganization an inventive genius, an in- 
sight Into the future of the automo- 
bile business, a dominating will and 
personality,,yet it must be remem- 
bered that there were many things In 
the game that he did not understand 
in the beginning- 
It seems incredible that he, the 
modern wizard of finance^ ever could 
have been so Impracticable, so un- 
informed on,things concerning which 
he seems'to-be -so-well informed to- 
day, as to urge the building of a vault 
at the factory in which to deposit the 
surplus earnings of the company. He 
learned a number of things'1 about the 
gamo,as;he went along. By and by 
he* made a. sensational touchdown,'but 1 
there were some rattling good players 
In the wedge formation that put him 
over the goaL 
James Couzens was, and is, one of 


the-All-American stars in the financial 
game himself. A masterful man, a 
little'more masterful than Mr: Ford 
cared to have about; an organizer 
down to the last detail; a tireless 
worker who knows how to get .work 
out of Others: something of a steam 
roller when it comes to ironing out 
difficulties* and going thru. He made 
a wonderful captain of the team that 
finally drove thru the line with Henry 


ing the gaps in the office organization, 
handling costs an* watching the 
financial affairs of the company. 


Mr. 'Hawkins sold Ford cars in the 
days when they had to be sold, before 
the time when people sat on the front 
steps, waiting for a car to be finished 
so they could drive it home.

And it is just as true that they enabled 
him to achieve a success that he other- 
wise never would have achieved.. It 
was team work that did it. In all fair- 
ness the credit must be distributed. It 
was a great team, and every member ] 
of it deserves great praise.'

an executive 


asked Mr. Ford why he did it. The an- 
'swer was, "Well, let me put it this 
way:- There is nothing left in life, 
when all is said and done, but good 
fellowship, and good will, is there? 

I'would like to- 
see folks- who work hard, get their 
share. I would rather give our boys a 
share, of the profits than do anything 
else." 
Here is the conception of the ideal 
state in the industry—a just return for 
labor done, good fellowship, and good 
will.

CONFERENCE AIMS AT PEACE 


Central American States' Represen- 


tatives Hope to Make Treaties 


of 1907 Effective. 


WASHINGTON, Dec 4.—The "con- 


ference of Central American states 
convening in Washington today has 
as its first aim the negotiation of a 
treaty, or treaties, to make effective 
those 
provisions 
of 
the 
treaties 


signed at Washington in December, 
1907, Vbich experience has shown to 
be effective in maintaining "friendly 
relations and cooperation among the 
Central American states'." , 


The origin of the treaties of 1907 


and their purpose now therefore be- 
come of primary importance. 


In 19&7 a war ended between Hon- 


duras and Nicaragua. Shortly after- 
ward a conflict threatened between 
Nicaragua and Salvador. To avert 
this conflict a peace conference was 
proposed by President Roosevelt and 
President Porflrio Diaz of Mexico. 
After a preliminary conference in Sep- 
tember, a formal conference was con- 
vened in November and December at 
Washington. The participants were 
delegates of the five Central Ameri- 
can republics and diplomats of the 
United States and Mexico. 


The importance of achievements of 


the conference of 1907 were: A treaty 
of peace and amity, stating that the 
contracting parties sought to preserve 
peace, and pledging adjustment of dif- 
ferences; 
second, a supplementary 


convention aiming to discourage the 
reelection of presidents and other- 
wise to curb revolutions; third, the 
establishment of a permanent tri- 


one delegate from each state 


to take action regarding certain speci- 
fied controversies. 


Altho these 
arrangements 
had 


some effect in promoting political sta- 
! bihty in Central America, their aims 
| were never entirely fulfilled 


During the last fifteen years vari- 


ous political movements have occurred 
among the five republics, most im- 
portant of which were steps toward a 
Central American rauon.; This union"! 
could not be completed, partly be-1 
cause of the nonparticipation of Nica- 
ragua, and during the last two years 
there has been a general condition of 
political unrest among the Central 
republics. 


Upon the initiative of Nicaragua, a 


meeting was held last August 20, 
aboard the U. S S Tacoma, in Fon- 
seca bay, between the presidents of 
Nicaraugua, Honduras and Salvador, 
looking toward the establishment of 
peaceful relations between these three 
countries. 
The call for th.%. present 


conference at ^Washington is the re- 
sult of that conference." " — * -.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—The^newly 


formed piogiessive bloc will face its 
first test in the session of, congress 
which met at noon today. 


Rural credit^ legislation is to be 


enacted this winter. 


Other measures dealing with the 


welfare of tiie farmers are probable. 


Under the leadership of Senator 


Watson, Indiana, Harding administra- 
tion forces nave Corked out an agri- 
culture program which will be pre- 
sented by Pre&ident Harding, probably 
in his annual message Tuesday. 


The progressives also have an agri- 


culture program, differing in essential 
particulars from that proposed by the 
administration. 


The first test of progressive power, 


therefore, probably will come upon 
this matter. MM 
, The progressives do not expect too 
much at this session. They will not 
reach tteiE full strength in either 
house until after March 4. They are,- 
however, powerful enough in the senj 
ate to put up a sturdy fight for their 
proposals. 


What appears likely to happen is 


compromise legislation, in which some 
administration ideas and some pro- 
gressive ones will appear. 
The pro- 


gressives are not opposed to the 
proposed administration plan, but they 
hold it does not go far enough, nor hit 
directly at the cause of agricultural 
Ills. They -would gladly take the 
administration bill 
of~ bills without 


change rather than get nothing for 
the farmer. 


Both the congressional and public 


groups of progressives will plunge at 
once into the work outlined at the 
Friday and Saturday conferences here.

BUTLER NOT 


YET NAMED 


SENATE HOLDS' UP NOMINATION 


OF PROPOSED JUSTICE. 


Harding Must Send Name to Senate 


Again for Action—Butler Is 


Fought by Some Progres- 


sive Elements. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—The nom- 


ination of Pierce Butler, democrat at- 
torney of St. Paul, to be associate 
justice of the supreme court, was not 
acted upon in the senate today. Cer- 
tain progressive elements in the sen- 
ate had announced their opposition to 
Butler. 


The senate adjourned its special 


session without taking formal action 
on the nomination and thus it auto- 
matically fails of confirmation.

AM prompted to write this article because my mail 
is full of letters from parents asking if children 
suffering from whooping cough should be kept at 


home. 


Whooping cough is an acute infectious disease. It 


is iiuthe same class with scarlet fever, diphtheria 'and 
measles. All these diseases are serious because they 
are Iflcely to be followed by secondary ailments. 


"Whooping cough affects^the respiratory organs. It 


is characterized by paroxysmal coughing, ending in a 
"\vhoop." This may be followed by the discharge of 
infected mucus. Contained in this material are in- 
numerable garms Which are capable of transmitting 
the disease to other children." 


The slightest irritation causes an onset of the paroxysm. 


eating too rapidly, and the inhalation o 
dust are among the common exciting 
causes of .the paroxysm. . The more 
guarded the life of the child and the 
moro protected against these things 
which excite the paroxysms, the milder 
will be the disease.

menace. 


This means . that the victim's own 


hands must be clean and always free 
from hisj>wn nasal secretions. He must 
not soil door-knobs, "rulers, band rails, 
oooks or playthings with mucus or 
saliva, because the frpsli secretion if 
carried to another child and brought in 
contact with his mucous membrane may 
give the disease 
But because this is a task beyond the 


powers of practically every child, it la 
always wisest and best for the whoop- 
ing-cough child, as well as for the chil- 
dren with whom lie would come in con- 
tact, for him to be kept cut of *rhool 
and at home. This is the reason a child 
with whooping-cough is not permitted 
in school. 
Besides, the whooping-cough patient 


is in danger of secondary infection. 
That is. if he is neglected and brought 
'In contact with a disease like tubercu- 
losis, he may contract that" ailment. 


Don't neglect or trifle with whooping1 


cough. 
Consider it a serious disease, 


and give to it the attention its import- 
ance demands. After the acute symp- 
toms ;ixe over, the child may be in the 
air and sunshine, but Mother's con- 
stant oversight is needed to see thafa 
the rules are observed. For the child's 
sakc-atid-for-society's sake, keep him 
within the radius .of your immediate 
control.

not limited to a little group of experts 
and a scattering of hobbyists; but 
prevails among people in all walks of 
life. One-of'the significant acts of the 
new society was. to •organize commit- 
tees for~the-furtherance of meteorol- 
ogy in particular fields, chiefly utilita- 
rian. Each of these already has'its 
literature and its specialists. 


Military-meteorology "first, rose to 


importance during the world war. It 
can hardly be listed as ••useful'* with- 
out some-Qualifications, but that.lt is 
la "fall vigor is attested by the fact 
that professional meteorologists are 
now attached "to most'armies and na- 


come conspicuous in the field ol engi- 
neering. The two leading textbooks of 
hydrology recently published in this 
country are valuable contributions to 
meteorology, and the most elaborate 
study of storm rainfall hitherto made 
anywhere in the world was thai car- 
ried, out not long since by the engi- 
neers of'the Miami conservatory C 
trict 
- 


Since weather is a, vital factor in 


many lines of business, and an in> 
portarit one in nearly all, a prosperous 
career awaits the commercial meteor- 
ologist; and in a Sporadic way he is 
already plying his profession Neglect 
of the forecasts means ill-timed adver- 
tising, the 
exposure of perishable 


goods to adverse weather conditions, 
and other more or less obvious conse- 
quences of meteorological unprepared 
ness. The study of the world's climatic 
statistics should be a part of any cam- 
paign for capturing new markets; the 
preparation of * comprehensive trea- 
tise on this subject in English is per- 
haps the most urgent desideratum in 
the whole range of scientific literature. 


Medical meteorology and climatol- 


ogy- have a. bulky literature, a large 
part of which is of dubious utility. The 
climatic-treatment of disease is a well 
worn theme of controversj 
On the 


other hand, there are medical, physi- 
ological and psychological relations of 
meteorology concerning which much 
positive information has recently been 
gained. The -atmospheric conditions 
that affect the comfort of mankind and 
Influence the output of physical and 
mental labor are better understood 
than they were even half a decade ago 
and a number of specialists are devot- 
ing their efforts to obtaining more 
light on this subject.—Scientific Amer- 
ican.

Insurance men are of the opinion 


that the salary of the state commis- 
sioner ought to be materially raised 
from the ?3,600 a year that it now car- 
ries, for the reason that it is not at- 
tractive enough for the kind of a 
man they would like to see in charge. 
A good live agent can make that 
much money selling insurance- They 
point out that the state collects in 
taxes from the companies about four 
or five times as much as it spends to 
maintain" the department, and argue 
that it can afford to pay a higher 
salary for a commissioner in charge 
of law enforcement.

*The Evening Journal are human in- 
terest in character, and if you have 
not been reading them you are losing 
something. Ford is greatly opposed 
to charity, and his philosophy will 
appeal topmost persons. He believes 
that workers ought to be paid enough 
money to keep them from the neces- 
sity of being made objects of charity, 
and that in this way they should 
handle their money to pay for their 
own uplift. There is a trace of harsh- 
ness in this, for it does not fully al- 
low for the hazard of misfortune and 
also for the fact that a large number 
of people are incompetent to earn 
their way and still more are without 
sense enough to handle their money 
so as to avoid penury in old age.

So 
do the men affected by the anti- pick- 
eting law recently adopted in this 
stale claim that it is aimed at free 
speech, when in fact it is aimed at 
abuse of free speech.

will bear repetition. There Is no such 
thing as absolute freedom of speech 
in the sense that a person can say 
anything he or she chooses without 
being placed in a position where they 
must answer for -what is said. You 
may believes that your next door 
neighbor is a chicken thief, and you 
can say so If you choose, but if you 
do say It it is likely to cost you 
a lot of money- There is no guarantee 
of absolute immunity for what one 
says.
